An important and unique piece of 
local history has returned to Romulus 
after nearly 140 years. A ballot box, 
believed to be the first ever used in 
Romulus, was recently acquired from 
the Plymouth Historical Museum in Ply- 
mouth, Michigan. 

After discovering the existence of 
the box, the Romulus Historical Society 
wrote aletterto Plymouth, requestingits 
return. Beth Stewart, director of the Ply- 
mouth Museum, replied that it was with 
happy reluctance that they would return 
this unusual piece of political memora- 
bilia to its rightful place, adding that they 
have nothing else like itin theircollection. 
The box had been on display in the 
Plymouth Village Hall, which is part ofa 
re-creation of historic Plymouth, located 
on the lower level of their museum. 
Stewart has no idea who donated it to 
their collection. 
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Looking Forward to Soccer Success 
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The box, rectangular in shape, is 
painted black, and has a small, square 
hole in the top for the insertion of ballots. 
The smaliness of its size caused one 
person to remark, “They didn't have 
much to vote on way back then." 

A faded note, pasted on the front of 
the ballot box, authenticates it as the 
firstusedin Romulus. The note is signed 
by John Simpson, Jr., who was the first 
town clerk. (Records indicate that he 
was elected to this position in 1835 and 
1836. Romulus became a township in 
1835.) 

The box will be on permanent dis- 
play atthe Romulus Historical Museum, 
located on Hunt Street near the post 
office, beginning Pumpkin Festival week- 
end (September 20-21).

Booker was born in Rockland, Ten- 
nessee, on August 26, 1903, andmoved 
to Romulus from Indianapolis, Indiana, 
near the end of World War II. After living 
for many years on Delano Street, she 
moved to Whispering Willows Coopera- 
tive in 1994. In April, she moved to 
Willow Creek Adult Assisted Living in 
Belleville. : 

A fiercely independent woman, 
Booker credits the rearing of her grand- 
mother, a former slave, for her longevity. 

“My grandmother raised me to treat 
others with kindness, to not worry about 
things you can't control, and to have 
faith in the lord," she said. 

Until her recent move to Willow 
Creek, she lived alone and did all her 
own cooking and housework. 




















One of Booker's proudest moments 
was receiving her high school diploma 
from Romulus Adult Education at age 
75. She started taking night classes 
while still doing domestic and child-care 
work, serving as an outstanding role 
model for younger students. 

“Margarett had no high school cred- 
its when she started at Adult Educa- 
tion,” said former program director Bill 
smith. "Despite being in her 70s andstill 
working, she had nearly perfect atten- 
dance and took great pride in her school 
work. When she graduated, she was 
given the Courageous Student Award 
for her commitment and determination. 
She continued to take classes for her 
own enrichment for years afterward. 

"Our motto was 'It's never too late,' 
and her example was living proof," Smith 
concluded. 

Despite using a wheelchair and 
having a hearing impairment, Booker is 
in good health and is proud that she 
takes no prescription medicine.
